deſires to be pertakers of the mercics, 
which are offered vnto all in Chzilf Jes 
ſa: but rather ot᷑ a diſtempered minde, 
dꝛawne into contrarie deſires, ſeeking 
by all meanes to fill themſelues with 
bappineſte, and pet to ieſt and ſcoffe at 
the doctrine of Chꝛiſt. The thoughts of 
thep2 mindes are made manifeſt, bothe 
by theſe woꝛdes of Chꝛiſt: Ye ſeeke me 
becauſe you eate of the loaues and were 
filled: and alſo hy they? owne woꝛds fo 
the ſame effect, where they ſay: Our fas 
thers did cat Manna in the wilderneſſe.

An other thing J noted vnto von in 
oe peticion of thele Jewes , and that 
pas a deſpꝛe of happineſſe which they 
viſhed to come vnto: and in the middes 
f theyꝛ mallice , vet an inward ſighing 
f ſpirite , that they might once eate of 
he bzead of lyfe ..

A8, 3. this lyght, when he wondered at the 
ſignes and my2acles that were wzought 
by the Apoſtles, and would haue giuen 
money foꝛ the holy Ghoſk. The Gen⸗ 

t. Mack. s, 12 fyles themſelues, they had all this light. 
Antiochus, when he wept fo all ths e⸗ 
uill that he had done af Jeruſalem. Iu- 
lianns, when he cried, Lic Galilee, O 

man of Galile, thou half goffen the vic- 
toꝛie. Adrian at his death,when he ſpake 
vnto himſelfe, ef nimula vagula,blandus 
la, ho ſpet comeſa, corporis, qua nunc abibit 
in loca, nec vt ſoles dabis iacos, pallidula, 
rigida, nudula ? Brutus had this Ipght, 
when the night befoꝛe he was ſlaine, he 
thought he ſawe a ſpꝛite that cried thus 
vnto him:ẽ go ſum inns malus genius By ua 
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ge: hodie me in Phillippis widebis . But 
phat neede J (derrelie beloued) to make 
his long by examples. Poa pour ſelues 
J am ſure) vou can witneſſe with this 
trueth. There is none of pou ſo farre gi- 
Juen ouer to vncleanneſſe,but J am ſure 
ametime you ſape with theſe vncleane 
Jewes: O Lord gie vs one daye the 
bread of lyfe. This is the triumph that 
vertue bath ouer vice, that whereſoeuer 
ſhe is moſt hated, there ſhe is often wi⸗ 
thedfo2, And this is the great puniſh- 
ment that God hyingeth vpon the wic⸗ 
ked, euen as the Poet ſaide: Verrmcem 
vt videant, intabeſcantg, relifia ; That 
though they loue not vertne , no cannot 
lyke to follow her , yet they ſhould pyne 
away with a longing deſpꝛe after her. 
And this J am ſure it friketh derpe, and 
woundeth the conſcience of the wicked. 
Though they haue (ef they? heart as an 
Adamant ſtone, and made their face like 
flint, vet grace pierceth thzoughout their 
concupiſcence, and they ſape ſometyme, 
the way of vertue is better. There was 
neuer ſo impure and diſſolute an adulte- 
rer, but he hath ſaide ſometime; gay

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body is beſt. Ther was neuer ſo blaſphe⸗ 
mous noꝛ vile a ſwearer, but ſomtime he 
bath trembled at Gods Maieſtie. There 
was neuer man fo p2oude t ambitisus, 
but ſometyme he remembzeth he is buf 
earth + aſhes, There was neuer ſuch an 
bſurer,noz couetous wꝛetch, but ſome⸗ 
time he thinketh his Golde and Sylaer 
ſhall canker,andthe ruſte of it ſhall be a 
wit neſſe againſt him. There was nes 
ner fo riotous a perſon , ſumptuous and 
pꝛodigall, but ſometime he condemneth 
his owne dwing, and lapeth with the 
P2ophet: The yarighteous man bor- 
roweth, and payeth not againe And 
what ſhould J ſay moze?There was nes 
ner ſo high minded noꝛ vaineglozious a 
King, bat he hath ſometime thought his 

Crowne would fall from his head, and 
the Crowne of righteonſneſſe was befs 
ter, weich was in the kingdome of heas 
uen. And this deerely beloued,as it is in 

a wicked lyfe,ſo likewiſe it is in coꝛrupt 
Religion, Lraeth that is ſtrongeſt, and 
onercommeth all, in Religion fo2ceth- 
the enimie oftentimes to confeſſe her; 


There was neuer Papiſt that ſo mag» 
nified 
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nifted Perites, and talked of his wozks 

of Supercrogation , but oftentimes in 

his conſcience he would ſurelie confeſſe: 

That when he hath done all, yer he was Luk.17.16 
 vnprofatable, There was neuer any fo | 

great an enimie to Faith, but when his 

conſcience was touched with the greefe 

of ſinne, he would crie a loude: Faith a» 

lone dooth iuſtifie. There was neuer 

(A am ſure) Papiſt yet ſo dzonken, that 

made ſo much of all his fleſhly wozſhip- 

pinges,of D2ganes, and ſinging , of Al- 

fares and Altare-cloathes, of Franken⸗ 

ſence , and werte ſmelling ſancurs 2 of 

banners and ſtreamers: of godly tunes 

and melodie: of ſpluer crefſes and chal- >;

The true worſhippers do worſhippe in 

ſpirite and veritie.

The 
groſſe and carnall fancies of tranſubſtã⸗ 
tiation, could not diſquict them. They 

knew there was no wap to eate Cheiſt, 
burt to come vnto him, noꝛ to dzinke his 
blod, but fo belcue in him. And this 
faith was the moꝛe pꝛecious, the further 
of his bodely pꝛeſente was remoued frõ 
them: They knew faith was the taking 


hold and ſubſtaunce of thinges we hoy 


ped for, and the ſure apprehenſion and 

roofe of thinges that were not ſcene. 
80 that they knewe how to fave of his 
body with great boldnes fo lift vp their 


ſoule , and take holde of his mercie that 
ſytteth in heauen at the right hande of 
his father. Wlhence vndoubtedly all the 
merites ot his Paſſion do pꝛeſentlp low 
vpon his poꝛe chyldꝛen. His conflices 
and agonies with ſinne and condemna⸗ 
tion, to (ct vs free from Gods wꝛath and 
diſpleaſure, r all his obedience ſhewed 
bare in fleſhe, from his co2pozall , reall, 
and ſubſtantiall body, cemmeth downe ' 
vpon vs, to cloath vs with righteouſnes, 
that we may be found vnblameable — 

2 
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foze his father, Thus much the diſciples 
wel vnderſtod,and they murmured nof 
at theſe wo2ds, This is my body. Thus 
much let vs learne out of this place as 
gainſt wee come vnto the Sacrament, 
That to come vnto Chriſt, & to beleeue 
in Chriſt, that is truely to eate Chriſt. 

This being pzoucd true vnto pou, you 
will ſone ſet your ſelnes free from all 
popiſhe idolatrie. And how true it is, 
marke well, J beſeech vou, what are the 
woꝛdes. I am ſayth Chriſt, the breade of 
life. He that commeth vnto me, ſhal not 


hunger . If Chꝛiſt had ſpoken ſtyll pꝛo⸗ 


perly,accozding to the metaphoze,he had 
ſapd thus: Iam the bread of life, he that 


eateth me, ſhall not hunger . Now he 
himſelfe bath ſaide: He that commeth,in 
ſtead of this, He that eateth, if you will 


belteue him, you muff nedcs confeſſe if. 


To cate Chziſt,is to come vnto him, Sa 
in this other ſentence. He that belccueth 
in me, ſhall not thyrſt. If he had kepf 
the pꝛoperty of ſpeech,he had ſayde thus 2 
he that dzinketh of me, ſhall not thyzſt. 
In ſterd of,drinketh,he ſaxth, belecueth, 
and Men it is moſte certapne, to 
B. ii, dzinke

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dzinke of Chiift , is to belieue in Chꝛit. 
So that this is now an vndouted truth, 
to eate Chill, to-dzinke Chꝛiſt, to coms 
vnto Chaiſt, to beleue in Cheilt , theſe 
are al one, And who hath eares to heare 
and heareth not this?: Oz whoſe iudge⸗ 
ment is ſo blind that he cannot perteius 
it 2 Compare the ſayinges of Chziſt in 
this chapter : you cannot(if you wil not) 
be deceined , He that beleeuetk in me 
hath euerlaſting life. And after: He that 
eateth of this bread, hath euerlaſting 
life. Except ye eat the fleſh of che ſonne 
of man,and drinke his blood, you haue 
no life in you. He that beleueth on him 
that ſent me, hath life euerlaſting. Lou 
will not come vnto me that you maye 
lue. Who ſ&th it not here, to eate, to 
come, to bele&ne,is all une. Againe : He 
that beleeueth in me, I will raiſe him at 
the laſt daye . And he that eateth my 
fleſn, and drinketh my blood, I wil raiſe 
him vp at the laſt day . After all thoſe 
ſapinges of eating his fleſh in deede,and 
vainking his blod in dede,at which the 
Capharnaits were offended, and diners 
of bis Diſciples fozſwk 3 
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then vnto his Apoſkles, Will you alſs 
go away? As if he ſhould haue ſayde: are 
theſe woꝛdes ſo ſtraunge, that you alſo 
will be dzinen away? Unto which Peter 
_ anſwered: Lord to whome ſhall we go, 
thou haſt the words of eternall life, and 
we beleeue and knowe , that thou arte 
Chriſte the Sonne of the liuing Lord. 
Loe here, how Saint Peter himſelfe, of 
whole name Þ Pope bzaggeth ſo much, 
and pet vtterlie renounceth his faith. 
Saint Peter (J (aye) vnderſtandeth, all 
theſe wo2ds of life, of the eating & dzin⸗ 
king of Chziſfes fleſhe and his blod , he 
erpoundeth them thus: Tobeleue in © 

Chꝛiſt, and to know him to be the ſonne ) 
of the lyuing God, euen as Chꝛiſt him- 
ſelfe had befoze taught him: The wordes 
chat I ſpeake are ſpirite and life. it is the 
ſpirite that quickeneth, the fleſn profi- 
teth nothing. If all this be not plaine 
enough, loke pet, and let Saint lohn ex⸗ 
pound himſelfe. Here Chꝛiſt ſayth: He 
that eateth my fleſhe, and drinketh my 
blood dwelleth in me, & I in him; The 
ſame M. Iohn that wzote this,ſaith thus 
againe: VVho fo confeſſeth that Ieſus 1. Ioh. 4, 15. 


Luk. 24, 33- 
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is the ſonne of God, God dwelleth in 
him, and he in God , Mhereby it is 
plaine, he that coufeſſeth thus of Chzilt, 
he eateth his fleſhe, + dꝛinketh his blood. 
This ( derely beloned ) is no new doc⸗ 
trine, but taught by Chailk , recepued by 
his Apoltles, waitfen fo2 all ages by his 
holy Euangeliſtes, now pꝛeached to the 
comfoꝛt of all true Chꝛʒiſtians, and in the 
pꝛimitiue Church beleeued of all the ho⸗ 
ly Fathers. J would alledge you they: 
owne ſapings but that the time paſleth, 
and you haue them plentitullie ſet out 


vnto pou, vou mape reade them when 


pou will. Theſe places alleadged out ot 
the Scriptures, one expoũding another, 
they are the ſureſt witnefſes , to knowe 
the meaning of the holie Gholt . And 
what if heere J ſhould reaſon out of our 
Chꝛiſtes owne woꝛdes fo pꝛooue, there 
can be no tranſubſtantiation. Ye ſayth 
fo2 pzofe,that his natural body is ryſen, 
Sec my handes and my feete, touch me 
and handle me, it is cuen'I , Sging 
Chꝛiſt will baue our ſenſes to iudge of 
his body,let vs da ſo , Sc, fæle, touch, 
taſte, is it ought but bzeav? This — 
men 
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ment me thinketh is god and wel wars 

ranted by Chꝛiſt þimſelf, and it ſ met 

not ſo only to me, but S. Auguſt. thought 

ſo now eleuen hũdꝛed pere agone. Se, 

De doctrina Cbriſtiana. lil. 3. cap. 46. and 

there you ſhal find it. But 5 — palleth 

and J wil come vnto that, that J thinks 

you lk fo2,+ which the Pope bath made 

the ſubſtaunce of all his Palles . Chzilk 

ſayth thus: Take,cate,this is my body, atlas, 26 

And what then?

body. J aunſwere . Fyꝛſt, theſe wozdes 

are without daunger, that his Diſciples

and we his members, as if his naturall 
and reall body, were ſubſtancially withs 
in vs, that we ſhould know, whatſoener 
we could wiſhe from his mercie to com⸗ 
fozt vs, by this Sacrament oz couenant 
of his mercie we ſhould fo aſſure our 
ſelues of it, as if we tate his verie fleſh, 
02 dainke his nafurall blod . The lyke 
phꝛaſes 02 ſpeeches are plaine and often 
in the Þcripture:Chriſt is our head. and 
we his members, he dwelleth in vs,and 
we in him , He is the corner ſtone, and 
we are the building vp. He the vine, 


and we the bꝛaunches. Bis body is the 


ts ſo dul that is not ſtirred bp with theſe 
fpeches: Oꝛ who vnderſtandeth not by 
theſe ſpeeches, that Chꝛiſt would ſhews 
the aboundaunce of his loue foward vs, 
and the great boldneſſe that Chꝛiſt will 
haue vs to put in his merey: ãs fo2 trans 
ſubſtantiation, it is ſo ſtraunge * 
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ſence ofthe @cripture , that it the Pops 
had not been, I thinke it neuer had been 
thonugdt of, And if the Councell of Late; 
ranne had not biene, it had neuer beent 
named, But let vs weigh the woꝛds a 
ſyttie, and conferre them with theſe late 
popiſhe follies. Chꝛiſt ſayth, Tale, eate, 
this is my body, But the Pope ſayth, 
fake not, eate not, ſitfe a farre off, and 
loke on, fall downe and wozſhip, This 
is my body. Mas not this they maner 
of pzeaching 2 owe els could this haue 
beene pour maner of pꝛactiſe, when pon 
came to the Sacrament, oꝛ as you ra / 
ther called it, the ſacring of pour Paſſe?

is my blood. The Pope vtterlie denieth 
it, and pzoueth it by god reaſon, His bo⸗ 
dy (ſayth he) cannot be with his blod :

the other, and therefoze yeu ſhall not 
dzinke it, vet it is his blod. Chriſt ſayth, 
as oft as you do this, preach foorth the 
death of the Lord vntyll he come. The 
Pope ſayth, that is not neceſſarie , If 
vou ſape Paſle daplte, it ſkylleth lyttle, 
though you pꝛeach not once in a = 


Cor. 11,26 
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What manner of Uicar call pon this 
man; that diſpenſeth his aiſters doc- 
trine thus decetffullie ? Oꝛ what hope 
tan vou haue of traniubſtãtiation, when 
it hangeth vppon his credite, that dea⸗ 
leth thus vnfaithfullie? D(deerelte belo⸗ 
ued) be not deceined. Theſe things be to 
plaine fo be diſſembled . It is his owne 
mouth that ſpeaketh theſe things, which 
(ſapth he) cannot erre. Me knowe that 
there is no trueth in him, and whatſoe⸗ 
ner he dofh,it is againſt Chꝛiſt, and his 
eternall Goſpell. Foz the woꝛds, This is 
myibody (A truſt) q haue pꝛoued it, they 
be not woꝛds of errour, to make you be- 
lene the thing that is not: the meaning 
is plaine. The bꝛead is a warraut, and 
pledge vnto you, that as ſure as you eate 
if, which is the ſigne: ſo ſure pour faith 
fa deth on all the fruites of his Paſſion, 
and the righteouſneſſe and true holines 
of his humaine body, couereth all your 
ſinnes befoze God his Father, and cloa⸗ 
theth you round about with iope © glad⸗ 
neflſe , Theſe are the ritches of Gods as 
boundant graces , which make the pwze 
penitent finner to ſeeme moze gloꝛious, 
then 
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then all the wozldly treaſure . This is 


the ſecrete Manna with which God fie ⸗ 


deth his elect, that maketh the hungrie 
heart moze glad and iopfull, then all the 
bꝛead of Pzinces ; Theſe ritches they 
haue ſpoyled you of, that haue ſolde vnto 
you ſo deere theyꝛ tranſubſtantiation. 
This fode they haue taken from vou, 
that haue fed you ſo long with a fancy of 
Chailtes naturall body, Foz the wozdes, 


This is my body, are not ſtrange, ®nch 


phꝛaſes in the Scripture , are euer vſed 
vpon lyke occaſion , In the 33;chapter of

With this meate and dzinke 
was Paule filled, when he ſaide: He ac⸗ 
compted all the world as dung, that he 


might winne Chriſt. Mith this meate

The remem⸗ 
b:aunce of immoꝛtalitie that Chꝛiſt ſhal 
giue vnto him, will make him heartilie 
to confeſſe, that this lyfe is but a mo⸗ 
ment. The length ol his dapes that lx⸗ 
ueth foz euer, will make him beholde his 
owne body, and ſaye : All fleſh is graſſe.

The gloꝛie of his Paieſtie that ineth 
wozld without end, vvill proue the glos 
rie of man to be but as a flower in the 
field. It will make his hart to crie often 
within him: l ord feed vs euer with this 1,1, 16,34. 
bread , And ſure (deerely beloued) the 
canſe is ſone eſpied, why the wozld is ſo 
dꝛonken, with theſe tranſitoꝛp vanities: 
they neuer felt what the things are, that 
abide foz euer. e neuer taſted of Chꝛiſt, 
that hungreth and thyꝛſteth after vaine⸗ 
glozie, to become honourable in this 
woꝛld. He neuer taſted of Chꝛiſt, that 
beapeth vp ſpluer and golde, and cannot 
tell foz whome he gathereth it. e neuer 
taſted of Chꝛiſt, that ſpendeth his dapes 
in wantoneſſe,and hearkneth not to the 

ſentence that hall be ſpoken vnto him:

He neuer taſted of Chꝛiſt, that hath his 
eyes open to behold vanitp, and ſeth not 
Chꝛiſt cruciſied foz his innes. He neuer 
taſted of Chꝛiſt, that hath his eares open 
to all vngodly ſounds, x heareth not the 
Trumpet that one day ſhal blow aloud: 
Ariſe ye dead, & come vnto iudgement. 
To be ſhoꝛte, he neuer taſted of Chailte, 
that is not crucified vnto the wozld, and 
v woꝛld vnto him, ſo far that ſin raigne 
not in his moꝛtal body. The Peince ne⸗ 
uer taſted of Chꝛiſt, that putteth the glo⸗ 
ry ok his court in toncupiſcence, in pꝛide, 
in blaſphemy, The noble man neuer ta⸗ 
ſfed of Chzilk, that bꝛaggeth and boſteth 
of his parentage, and knoweth not that 
he is but duſt. The Magiſtrate neuer fas 
ſted of Chꝛiſt, that ſuſfereth this great 
carding and diſing , that leaueth fin vn⸗ 
puniſhed, and vertue vnre ed. The 
Man oꝛ Woman neuer taſted of Chailk, 
that crieth not in ſpirite: O Lozd thon 
art mine inheritaunce. The father of all 
mercie, & God ok all conſolafion,freng- 
then vs with his grace, chat we mag 
taſte of Chꝛiſt. Amn. 
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
